Eleven printed Reports of the work of the Institute covering the years 
1944-82 have been issued. The Institute has great pleasure in issuing now in 
print this consolidated report of the. activities of the Institute for the period 
1983-87. 


It is with singular gratification that we present the current report. The 
year 1983 initiated a new epoch in the history:of. the Institute. The dream: and 
main objective of its founders were to conduct and continue high class Sanskritic 
and Indological research as initiated by Prof. Kuppuswami Sastri and ably 
followed and enlarged by Dr. V. Raghavan, within the Institute-premises. This 
could be actually realised only from mid. 1982, and specially from the beginning 
of 1983, when the Institute was recognised as Adarsha Sodh Samstha (Ideal 
Research Institute) by the Government of India. Simultaneously the Institute 
was officially affiliated with the University of Madras, the Rashtriya Sanskrit 
Samsthan, New Delhi, and the Ministry of Education and Culture, New Delhi, 
for carrying out post-graduate and post-Siromani Research by scholars in India 
` and abroad. As a result, diverse categories of research—traditional, modern, 
inter-disciplinary, etc. by Indian and foreign scholars, were officially started 
from 1983 within the campus as regular academic work. Besides, there was an 
all round improvement in other academic activities as well. These enlarged 
official programmes are presented in this report.

Kalakosa: 


This is to be a comprehensive encyclopaedia of Indian arts, probably in 20 
volumes. Initially a two-volume encyclopaedia of fundamental terms in all the 
Indian arts has been envisaged. At a meeting of the working group of experts 
held at Sarnath, Varanasi held in Feb, 1989 the bibliographical details, the list of 
terms, their categories etc. were fixed and standardised. The Institute is collec- 


ting the data on these terms from Sahitya (Literary compositions and rhetorical 
treatises) and Saiva Agamic texts. 


2. A Manual on Grantha script : 


The Ford Foundation launched an extensive programme for the 
utilisation and preservation of manuscript resources as available in India. In 
March 1985 the experts from different parts of the country decided that as a first 


step in this direction, the rare and less known scripts should be preserved and 
manuals be prepared for their study. 


A project to prepare a manual on Grantha script was assigned to 
the Kuppuswami Sastri Research Institute, .A list of alphabet, words with their 
variant forms in writing and a key to pronunciation have been prepared 


A brief introduction on the origin, development, peculiarities of the script 
is added. An appendix with samples of old Grantha writings in manuscript and 
inscription will be provided. Selections from well-known texts like Visnusahasra- 
nama, Bhagavadgita and Kalidasa's works are given in Grantha Characters now 
prevalent so that readers may be familiar with it. 


3. Tala Project: 


Dr. Robert E. Brown, Professor of Music, San Diego State University and 
President, Centre for World Music, U.S.A., is affiliated with the Institute from 
1986. With a grant from the Smithsonian Institution, Washington, he started 
in May '86 a large project on “Comparative study of Texts on Tala System of 
Indian Music". 
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The main objectives of the project are: 


1. Locating and copying all possible manuscripts and printed books 
bearing on Tala, the history of Tala, drums and other percussion 
instruments (avanaddha and ghana vadyas). 


2. Full synopsis of the works copied. 


3. Translation in full of selected texts or passages. 


Prof. Browu was at Madras for about three months from May to August 
^86 and for a month during December '86 to Jan. 87. 


During the above period, with Dr. Janaki as the Research Advisor, Mss, on 
the subject in different parts of India were located and listed. Nearly 400 Mss. 
from Madras (Government Oriental Mss. Library and Adyar), Bhandarkar
